The game of which Cohen fell victim 
was the old wire tapping scheme. Now 
he has invoked the aid of the police of 
both St. Louis and Chicago to arrest the 
men who fleeced him and to restore his 
money. 5

This advertisement Sunday, May 28, was 
the opening wedge of negotiations. 

When Cohen read the alluring advertise- 
ment he had his stenographer indict a re- 
ply. This brought forth a personal visit 
irom the advertiser. The man said his 
dame was Posaolsky, and that he was par- 
ticularly pleased to meet Mr. Cohen, for 
his parents and the parents of Mrs. Cohen 
were old friends in Europe. The stranger 
talked so glibly of the family relations 
that Cohen never doubted him. f 

The conversation, in Cohen's private of- 
fice, had not gone tar until the stranger 
told Pohen that the scheme was one 
wheréby they could make unlimited money 
on playing the races. 

The stranger told him he had arrange- 
ments with a telegraph office in Chicago 
whereby they could receive advance infor- 
mation in the result of the races, 


Cohen Tells of Scheme. 


There were other cvliversatens 
nens home. No one else was present at 
these conversations. Cohen told his wife 
and stenographer that he had a big scheme 
on whereby he was going to get rich in a 
short time. 

“The scheme,” said Cohen to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, was to go to Chicago, and 
l was to furnish tthe money to bet on the 
races | was introduced to a man who was 
said to bo the telegraph assistant superin- 
tendent. They explained that the superin- 
tendent was out of the city and this as- 
fistant would so manipulate the wires that 
the results of each race would be held for 
two minutes in the telegraph office after 
being received from the track, and the 
fourth race, where we were to make the 
Killing,“ was to be elght minutes behind.

RESCUED, DIED OF 
IL He BREATHED 


Daniel Hayes Took Into Stomach 
and ‘Lungs Black Fluid Easing 
Pump That Forced Life-Saving 
Air to Him. 


HELD UNDER MISSISSIPPI 
24 HOURS BY IRON LID 


After Removing Boulder From 
Drain, Pressure of 1500-Pound 
Iron Gate and Crushing Water 
Engulfed Him—His Experience.

QUINCY, In., June 7.—Rescued alive 
after 24 hours’ imprisonment beneath 18 
feet of the Mississippi river in a manner 
that caused the wonder of rivermen, as far 
as the story was told, Daniel Hays, Quincy 
diver, came to his death, so his friends be- 
lieve, because of a blunder on the part of 
those trying to help him. 

In this city most people who followed 
the story of the diver's remarkable escape 
think that he would have survived the ex- 
perience had he not been compelled to take 
into his stomach and, to a certain degree, 
into his lungs, a great quantity of black 
oll. This of] had been placed about the 
pump with which life-saving air was being 
forced down to him. Ineperienced men at 
the pumps accepted the offer of a farmer 
to provide oil that would make the pumps 
work more easlly, and, in doing 80, prob- 
ably caused Hayes’ death. 


Clearing Drainage Pipes. 

Saturday afternvon Hayes, in ule employ 
of Adams Bros., Quincy, went to the Lima 
Lake Levee, opposite Canton, Mo., 16 miles 
ebove Quincy, to clear out the drainage 
pipes leading from Lima Lake to the Mis- 
sissippi River. Some obstruction in one of 
the pipes was permitting the water from 
the river to flow into the lake and the 
farming country was being flooded. 

The method of drainage from the lake 
to the river is simple, not being in the form 
of sluice gates, as that term is usually ac- 
cepted. About 18 or 20 feet below the top 
of the levee. running thrcvgh from lake 
to river, a distance of about 90 feet, are 
four four-foot iron pipes. On the river 
side these are fitted with heavy lids, oper- 
ating on a hinge on the upper side. 

When the lake is higher than the river 
the water flowing out opens this gate; 
when the river is higher than the lake the 
water from outside closes the lid and 
holds it fast by its pressure. 

Hayes went down at 3 p. m. to find the 
cause of trouble. 

George Robson and Edward Duffy, work- 
ing at the pumps, and William White, 
handling the signal cord feared that Hayes 
was caught in some manner when three 
signals to pull him up came in quick suc. 
cession. / ‘ 

The men could nothing more than tug 
at the rope, and they saw in a very few 
moments that this would not bring Hayes 
to the surface. He could not be reached 
by anyone without a diver's suit and there 
was no other at the levee. 


No One Volunteers. 

The diving suit worn DY stuyes—a com- 
plete outfit for river purposes, is the only 
one at Quincy or in the vicinity. Tele- 
grams were sent to Keokuk, Burlington 
and Fort Madison, but not until ll p. m. 
was a response received, when a diving 
sult arrived from Maj. Meigs, U. 8. En- 
gineer at Keokuk. 

Of the men at the levee, none would go 
down in the suit. One of them had made 
such trips, but the uncanny disappearance 
of Hayes caused them to lose their nerve. 

“Anybody can work in them things, 
sald a river man, “anybody that's got the 
nerve.“ 

It was believed that Hayes had got 
caught in the brush around the pipes and 
that a similar fate might be that of any 
one who went to his rescue. So his friends 
could only remain at their station by the 
pumps, forcing gasp after gasp of the vital 
oxygen down to the prisoner, not knowing, 
but hoping that he was still alive. 

Hundreds of people had gathered before 
it became dark Saturday night, coming 
from Canton and other small towns and 
from the surrounding country. Among 
these was the farmer who volunteered to 
get some oll for the pump. His offer was 
accepted and black machinery oll was 
placed about the air pump. 

Expert Diver Arrives. 

Sunday morning, following telegraphing 
and telephoning throughout the surround- 
ing states, Eugene Ferris, expert diver, of 
Burlington reached the levee. He had come 
on a special train 8 the Bur- 
ington and arrived at 9 o clock. 
ta donned the diving suit and slipped 
over the edge of the levee. His return was 
watched for in silent anxiety, the theory of 
Hayes’ entanglement in the brush 1 
held by the spectators, who feared Fe 
might be caught in the same manner. 

In a few moments, however, Ferris sent 

to the surface

Parliament Declares Union Be- 


ered and the Authority of King 
Oscar Null and Void.

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, June 7.—Norway 
has cut loose from Swedish rule. The 
Storthing, or Norwegian Parliament, de- 
clared the union between the two countries 
dissolved today, repudiated the authority 
of King Oscar and established a provision- 
al Norwegian Government by empowering 
the present State Countil to exercise, until 
further notice, the power hitherto vested in 
the King. 

The immediate cause of the present 
breach between Sweden and Norway is 
the King’s refusal to grant the Storthing's 
demand for separate diplomatic representa- 
tion for Norway. 

The real cause of the trouble is far deep- 
er than this, however. 

The dissolution of the uni&n between 
Sweden and Norway has bees pending for 
some time and had its growth in the de- 
sire which grew stronger as time passed 
for the establishment of the separate con- 
sular systems for the two countries. 

King Oscar recently vetoed, at Stock- 
holm, the measure presented to him by 
the Céuncil of State, providing for sep- 
arate consular representation, and the Nor- 
wegians maintained that the Kings, by so 
doing, and partly by his absence from Nor- 
way, had suspended his rights and duties 
as King of Norway. 

One of the causes for the desire in Swe- 
den and Norway for separate consular sys- 
tems was the fact that Sweden is protec- 
tionist and Norway is for free trade, and 
also because of Norway's more extensive 
sea trade ond other divergencies of com- 
mercial interests. 

Whether Sweden will submit quietly to 
Norway’s secession is as yet a question. It 
is certain that Sweden has not anticipated 
so radical a move and that the Storthing's 
action will come as a complete surprise to 
the Swedish Government. 

The Strothing adopted an address to the 
King, declaring that no ill-feeling is en- 
tertained against him, his dynasty or the 
Swedish nation, and asking him to co-op- 
erate in the selection of a young Prince 
of the House of Bernadotte to occupy the 
throne of Norway. 

At the opening of the session the Gov- 
ernment informed the Storthing that it 
relinquished office from today. The Stor- 
thing thereupcn unanimously and without 
debate passed the fcllowing resolution: 


“Whereas. All the members of the Coun- 
en of State have laid down their offices, 
and. . 

“Whereas, His Majesty, the King. has 
declared himself unable to establish a 
new Government for the country, and. 

“Whereas. The constitutional regal power 
thus becomes inoperative. the Storthing 
authorizes the members of the Counctl of 
tate who retired todav to exercise until 
further notice as the Norwegian Govern- 
ment the power appertaining to the King 
in accordance with Norway's constitution 
and existing laws With those chanees 
which are necessitated by the fact that the 
union with Sweden under one King Is dis- 
aolved in consequence of the King having 
censed o act as a Norwegian King.

Frank Hottman Repeats Story He 
Will Tell of Murder of Clar- 
ence Meyers—Says Latter's 
Wife Aided Him in Crime,

LIBERTY, Mo., June 7.—On the witness 


[Stand here tomorrow Frank Hottman, al- 


ready sentenced to die for murder, will try 
to Swear away the life of Mrs. Aggie Mey- 
ers, whom he accuses of helping him to 
kill her husband, Clarence Meyers, in Kan- 
Sas City a year ago. | 

Hottman retold his story in the Kansas, 
City Jalil last night to Prosecutor Kimbrell, 
his statement differing somewhat from his 
written confession made immediately after 
his arrest in Walla Walla, Wash., whither 
he tled after Meyers’ death. 

He described with much detail the alleged 
plot between himself and Mrs. Meyers, 
formed, he says, While he was driving with 
the woman to Higginsville some time before 
Meyers was killed. 

Concerning the fatal struggle, he ad- 
mits that his memory is a trifie dim. 1 
was full of booze, he said last night, and 
don't exactly how it hap- 
pened. 

“When I called at the Meyers home a 
little after midnight and gave the agreed 
signal. Mrs. Meyers let me into the 
kitchen. Then my nerve failed and I told 
Aggie 1 thought we'd better not kill her 
husband. ö

Then, says Hottman, Meyers clinched 
with him and they struggled about the 
room. Meyers knocked Hottman down 
and was getting the upper hand when, 
Hottman asserts, Mrs. Meyers seized a bed 
slat and struck her husband. 

The blow missed Meyers and struck Hott- 
man. Next, the latter asserts, the woman 
rushed to the bureau, took out her hus- 
band’s razor and, while Hottman held the 
unfortunate man, slashed him across the 
throat. 

In the struggle Meyers caught Hottman’s 
thumb between his teeth and bit it to thé 
bone. 

The defense wili not dispute that Hott- 
man killed Meyers, but will deny that Mrs. 
Meyers had any part in the crime. 

Mrs. Meyers’ own story is that she was 
awakened on the night of the murder to 
find two negroes in the room, that one of 
them beat her into unconsciousness and 
that, when she recovered, her husband was 
dead. 

It will be conceded that Hottman was 
infatuated with the woman and that he, 
and perhaps an accomplice, with blacked 
faces, entered the Meyers home and com- 
mitted the murder. 

The prosecution will lay stress on the 
fact that there was not a bruise visible on 
Mrs. Meyers’ body the day after the mur- 
der. 

The jury selected to try Mrs. Meyers is 
as follows: Ambrose Lancaster, J. G. D. 
Houseman, Mannie Thomson, J. H. Waers, 
Thomas A. Hulen, William E. Miller, J. W. 
McCracken, John T. Samuels, James C. 
Ray, Lafayette W. Thomas, Reuben Owens 
and John T. Aul. All are farmers. Samuels 
is a half-brother of Frank and Jesse James. 
He is one of the best citizens of Clay 
County. 

Court opened at 1:10 o’clock this after- 
noon. As soon as Mrs. Meyers could be 
brought from her cell the clerk read the 
list of jurors, who were sworn at once. 

Prosecuting Attorney Kimbrell then asked 
permission to endorse upon the indictment 
the names of certain witnesses, in addition 
to those already there. To the defense's 
obiection he argued that he wished espe- 
clally to add the names of Frank Hottman, 
his father and mother. 

The defense replied with a demand for a 
continuance on the ground that they did 
not know Frank Hottman was to be a wit- 
ness. Judge Alexander overruled the mo- 
tion and permitted the names of Hottman 
and others to be put upon the indictment.

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commission, or- 
ganized by philanthropic men and women 
of St. Louls, was not created for profit.

And where the applicant is not able to pay 
this nominal price, the milk is furnished 
absolutely free. 

Dr. Albert Merrell, President of the com- 
mission, says that 30 per cent of all the 
deaths are among infants. He says that 
science has demonstrated that more than 
50 per cent of these deaths result from 
impure food. It is to check this alarming 
death rate that the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission was established. 

The plant was opened this year June 1. 
and now the dally output is 600 bottles. 
It can be increased to several thousand 
and every bottle be used in helping to save 
the life of a baby. The nominal price re- 
ceived from the sale of the milk, even if 
every bottle used were paid for, would not 
begin to meet the cost of maintaining the 
plant. Those at its bead estimate that 
$10.000 will be needed to guarantée that the 
laboratory be kept open all the year and 
every oné who needs the pasteurized milk 
is supplied.

Do you know what it is to have heat 
come upon you like the gas of the tunnel 
when an untraveled passenger leaves a 
window up? To have it press upon you 
until you know that you cannot breathe, 
nor even speak, and you feel yourself be- 
coming part of it so great is its power? 

These are the days when Heat is King, 
and with all who do not give allegiance he 
is ready to use force. 

Mrs. Mary Burke

F. Parkinson of Wagoner and A. B. Ken- 
nedy of Okmulgee arrived in St. Louis 
Tuesday and had a conference with Presl- 
dent Walbridge, as told in Tuesday's Post- 
Dispatch. The Indian. Territory merchants 
ask St. Louis merchants to co-operate 
with them in obtaining a delay in the en- 
forcement of Secretary Hitchcock's order 
until the United States Supreme Court 
ehall have, passed on the points at Issue. 
The committee called on Washington ave- 
nue merchants after seeing President Wal- 
bridge, the latter having voiced his con- 
viction that the request of the Indian Ter- 
ritory merchants;was regsonable.

The tribal tax imposed upon Indian Ter- 
ritory merchants is one-half of one per 


cent of the value of all goods introduced 
in the country for sale and a Axed schedule 
of rates on all other kinds of business 
and professions. It was originally levied 
to protect the Creek Nation against dis- 
honest or overreaching traders by insurin 
a fair compensation for the use of lan 
as trading posts and headquarters. 

Chief Pleasant Porter is quoted as saying 
that the original tribal tax law was never 
intended to apply to present conditions. 
The tax was imposed at a time when white 
merchants could not obtain patents to 
lands in Indian Territory. Since its pas- 
sage the Indians, through the United 
States Government, have consented to the 
setting apart of townsites and the issuance’ 
of patents, and cities have been incorporat- 
ed in which white merchants are doing 
business on sites for which they have paid 
and to which the hold legal titles.

Secretary Taft is an ingenuous public officer. Although he de- 

_ elines as Secretary of War to take possession of the Merchants’ 
bridge for violating the anti-consolidation clause pf its charter, 
mm technical grounds, yet he does not leave the ‘long-suffering 
people of St. Louis without consolation and hope. He freely 
admits he may be wrong in his opinion and suggests that if the 
public thinks so it can mandamus him and compel him to do 
right. a 

The Secretary’s reason for not acting is twofold: He finds 
that the corporate interests involved are large and important 
and that Congress was not-happy in its choice of words. Al- 
though the bridge combine violates the spirit of the charter 

and defeats the intent of Congress, yet the wording of the act 
and the form of the combine constitute a technical obstacle 
to forfeiture. The shading of the phraseology does not quite

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MR. SWANGER DEMANDS AGAIN. 

Secretary of State Swanger has come to St. Louis with anoth- 
er letter embodying the demands which he has made upon the 
officers and directors of the People’s United States Bank. This 
letter differs from the letter which the Secretary wrote Presi. 
dent Lewis of the bank on May 19 inthe fact that it 
bears the great seal of the State of Missouri, which was lacking 
in the former letter.

WONT HARM YOU 


City Bacteriologist Says No Men- 
ace, but Recommends Rep- 
tiles Be Eliminated. 


Dr. R. L. Snodgrass, city bacteriologist, 
submitted to the Health Department 
Wednesday a report of the result of his ex- 
amination of worms found in the city water 
fupply, stating they contained no menace 
to the public health, but recommending 
that some means be found of eliminating 
them as a feature not calculated to pro- 
mote the enjoyment of water drinkers, 

The investigation was conducted with 
great care, the report states, and it has 
been discovered that the worms occasion- 
ally reported as having been found in 
wator drawn from hydrants and pipes are 
hatched from the larvae of a fly of harm- 


less character, and that the larvae are de- 


posited in the storage tanks and reservoirs 
by these files. 

The reddish color of the worms, which 
has been supposed to be the result of the 
chemicals used in purifying the city’s water 
Supply, is natural, the report states, and
